Seven years ago to-day there came to the world 1he an- 
nouncement thai four years of slaughter had come to an end and 
that a war. which we were told was to end wars, had been 
fought and won. Won but at such a priée '. The sweet de- 
lights of victory were made hitler, and behind the wild joy that 
reigned on that November 11 there was the realization that move 
than eight millions had paid with their lives before hostilities 
had ceased, and that countless numbers were scarred victims 
of the. struggle. Still further there came a mocking thought — 
centuries oi civilisation, hundreds of years of effort and achieve- 
ment, and then four years to show us how little it takes to un- 
dermine the foundations of it all. The world had yet much to 
learn. 

Seven years have passed since the War-paralyzed world 
awoke to find that there was peace — they called it peace — and 
chaos still reigns. Four years of struggle and hatred must leave 
their legacy and when the last shot wis fired it was merely a 
signal for The trouble that was to come. In the wake of blood- 
shed we saw disease, new struggles, the formation of a twisted 
and horrible mentality among many, the spread of crime, the 

-. financial ruin, of some of the most important nation? and the 
arrival of a new generation which stood and stands or. "he thresh- 
old of a life of confusion. This generation has to pay for that 
deadly struggle and there are yet unborn generations over whom 
hang the. shadow of the war. They too. innocent as they are. 
must pay and will pay dearly. 

To-ciay we can look more logically upon the past. AVe can 

see now that passion and hatred and fervent patriotism fanned 

by crude war propaganda have died down— how utterly foul, 
how damnable war is — how by fighting we sap our own vitality 
as well as t he enemy's and then must lie panting for breath for

ten as it is in blood upon history's pages, it is of our experiences 
during those four years of agony, of the waste of life and re- 
, sources, and of the fact that during that time the world destroy- 
ed rather than produced. Having realized this Armistice Day 
should serve as the time for the renewal of the pledge on the 
part of the youth of the world never to permit the occurrence 
of such a catastrophe again. 

To the students at McGill as to other universities the event 
is a significant one. Trie college man is in a far better position 
than the man on the street to realize What war really means. It 
is he who will cast the deciding vote when future quarrels arise. 
It is he who will have to make the world comprehend the basic 
truth of Sir Philip Gibb's statement in his famous work on the 
war 'Now it Can be Told" that "by blood and passion there will 
be no healing." Sir Philip knows only tod well of what he speaks. 
He had the opportunity of seeing the turmoil from beginning to 
end. and he saw it with the impartial eye of ''.he Journalist and 
the historian. 

Reason, which should emanate from the university, must 
dominate this blood and passion. Jn this matter, therefore, the 
attitude pi the student is only too well defined.
